Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Bracho (US Patent No 5870605) shows no server-side process. However, Bracho does show filtering of messages 
on hubs (which is equivalent to server-side) (see column 8 lines 37-51, column 10 lines 15-60 and column 11 lines 12-51). These 
messages are filtered or transformed in a way where subscribers can receive messages of certain types, or of certain content. 
Applicant argues that Bracho fails to teach XML message conforming to XML schema, and transformation and sending of a modified 
XML message. However, The office action dated 1 1/2/2005 stated that Bracho fails to teach that the messages are XML messages that 
conform to XML schema etc. It is the Brook reference (US Patent No 6763343) that teaches these limitations of modifying XML 
messages (see paragraph 5 of office action dated 1 1/2/2005). 
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
